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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on January 24, 2005. Previous 
office action contained claims 1-6. Applicant cancelled claims 1-4, and amended claim 5. 
Amendment filed on January 24, 2005 have been entered and made of record. 

2. Claims 5 and 6 allowed. 

3. Claims include limitations that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or render 
obvious the claimed limitations as recited below. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Moore et al. U.S. Patent 6,618,752 teach a method and apparatus method for managing 

the distribution of a multicast data stream through the use of performing a test to determine the 
bandwidth of each of the portable deployable child host, and sending the available bandwidth of 
each of the portable deployable child host to the supervisory server database. If the next 
computer tries to download the multicast data stream from the data source server, the supervisory 
server check in it database to see which instance child host has sufficient bandwidth to handle the 
request, and establish it with the next computer instance of the portable deployable child host. 
However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination as stated 
in claim 5, "assigning a probability of selection to the most recent one of the client computers 
based upon a tier location, selecting or nor selecting the most recent one of the client computers 
according to the probability, and if not selecting the most recent one of the client computers, 
determining a next most recent one of the client computers and performing the assigning and 
later step" and in combination with other limitations as set forth in the independent claims. 
Claims 6 are allowed due to dependent claim.
